Her members owe, and 
yield, loyalty to the Government which 


‘has been imposed upon t.em by the votes 


of their fellow-countrymen under the new 
Act of Settlement. Theirs is, however, no 
merely formal allegiance, They are not 
content to live, or even fo thrive, in Ire- 


land without serving her to the best of 


their ability, They are anxious that all 
their resources of character and intellect 
shall be employed actively for the benefit 
of the commonwealth. The Governor- 
General accepted the offer of the Church's 
services as “a welcome demonstration of 
good-will.” His Excellency is not of those 
who think that Irish patriotism was born 
yesterday, or that it finds expression only in 
a single formula. Throughout the centuries 
Southern Protestants have sustained the 
ideals of freedom and progress in Ireland 
and in every part of the Empire. Those 
ideals, differently interpreted, have sent 
them often into different camps ; but to-day 
they are ready to take service in a camp 
where the conscience, of Irishmen of all 
creeds and classes ought to be able to 
obey the same marching orders. The 
Governor-General expresses three hopes 
for the future of the Free State—that its 
politics may ba free from sectarianism, 
that the new Government may be just and 
strong, and that all Irishmen may con- 
centrate on their points of agreement 
rather than on their points of difference. 
We are glad to be able to believe that the 
Grst of these hopes already is in process 
of fulfilment. The debates in both Houses 
of the Free State Parliament have dis- 
played an admirable breadth of mind, and 
at a time when so many dreadful passions 
are rife in the land the passion of religious 
intolerance has not helped to make con- 
fusion worse confounded. The Govern- 
ment’s strength has been tested fiercely 
since it took office; but for convincing 
proof of its impartiality and wisdom in 
ordinary matters of administration we 
must wait until it is confronted with the 
problems of peace. It will have an oppor- 
tunity, however, in its coming estimates 
of showing its concern for the interests of 
Trinity College—the Alma Mater of nearly 
every one of the great Protestant patriots 
to whom His Excellency paid homage. Tie 
country’s first chance fo give the Pro 
testant minority their rightful place m 
national afiairs will come, we hope, at the 
next general election.

Dominion Rights. 

The conclusion of the important Fisheries 
Convention between the United States and 
Canada, which, was completed on the 
Canadian side by the sole signature of M. 
Lapointe, Canadian Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries, and without any covering 
signature by a diplomatic representative oi 
the Imperial Government, opens up a new 
era in the Empire's international rela- 
tions. The Fisheries Convention between 
the United States and Canada actually 
concerns those two countries alone, arn: 
there is no reason, other than formal 
reasons, why a British representative 
should have signed it. Other cases might 
be imagined, however, in which a Domimion 
should decide to make on its own account, 
with a neighbouring Government, an agree- 
ment that concerned, actually or poten- 
tially, the rest of the Empire. In the 
past delicate matters of this kind have 
been adjusted always in one way. The 
difficult case has been avoided in practice 
and the theoretical complication has been 
ignored, In effect, if not in law, the 
position of the Imperial Government in 
the Empire is well understood. In matters 
Imperial interest it is spokesman 
because it is inconvenient that everyone 
should speak. at once.

British Farming. 


Mr. Bonar Law s unqualified declaration 
to representatives of British farmers and 
farm labourers—that he saw no way by 
which the Government could assist them 
in their dificulties—seems to amount to a 
requiem over the corpse of British agri- 
culture. The truth, however, appears to 
be that British agriculture has been more 
or less mornbund for many years. Before 
the war England was rich, and over Jarge 
tracts of the country the owners of estates 
were satisfied with little or nothing in the 
rent, ior the farms which belonged 
to them. The war galvanised British farm- 
ing into temporary activity. Big prices 
were obtained for crops and promises were’ 
given, though never kept, of unecondmic- 
ally high prices for future harvests. When 
the war ended normal conditions of! 
economic competition reasserted them- 
selves, and it became obvious that, apart 
from a subsidy which no Government 
would be justified in paying, the English 
farmer could not continue to grow crops 
in competition with the great grain-grow- 
ing countries of the Western Hemisphere. 
The Briton does not yield easily and the 
farmers persisted, in the hope that the 
fsovernment might see its way to come to 
their That, Mr. Bonar Law has 
now explained, it cannot do. The result 
is inevitable. England will become a 
live-stock raising and cattle-fattening 
country exclusively, and an occasional 
field of mangels or a rare crop of oats 
will be leit of what was once the most 
productive tillage in the world. The smal] 
farmer will disappear, and the farm 
labourer, after swelling the ranks of the 
unemployed for a period, will be merged 
in the industrial populations of the great 
cities.

After a heated debate, the Commons last night rejected Mr. 
Buchanan’s motion, that the House should adjourn as a protest against 
the deportation of prisoners who are interned in the Free State, by 226 


votes to 147. 
Mr. Buchanan based his motion on the question of the liberty of the 


individual. He argued that the British Government’s action was illegal. 


‘The Government was responsible for the safety of the internees, but he 
contended that, in committing them to the care of the Free State Govern- 


went, it had lost control of them. 

Mr. T, P. O'Connor complained that the Irish in England were given 
much less liberty than Germans, Frenchmen, or even Turks. 

The Home Secretary’s reply made it clear that the Free State Govern- 
ment had undertaken that no further action should be taken against any 
of the internees without the British Government's consent. The Govern- 
ment had kept control of the internees, 

The Free State Government for its own protection had asked him to 
put the Regulations of the Restoration of Order in Ireland. Act in motion. 

The warrants issued explained to all the prisoners that they could 
appeal to him to have their cases heard by the Advisory Committee, and 
the Free State Government undertook to release any internee on the advice 
of that Committee. 

Also the Free State Government had undertaken that the legal ad- 
viser and friends of internees should be at liberty to Communicate with 
them, but indiscriminate visits could not be allowed. 

Finally, the Attorney-General defended the Government's action, 
poinuing out that it was the only legal eourse which they could take.

Could 
the Gocernment interfere with the Irish Free 
State Government as to where these people 
might be moved, or could the Free State do

The report for 1922 stated that the year’s 
work had. been very satisfactory, the total 
number of visits paid and the amount of relief 
distributed having surpassed all previous 
records. 

The Nurse Superintendent reported that she 
did not see any improvement in respect of 
poverty in the city. 

The Society’s accounts showed a credit 
balance of £526. 

Surgeon J. 8. McArdle, in proposing the 
adoption of the report, said that he was by 
no means satisfied with the amount of sub- 
scriptions received by the Society. They 
amounted to £72—a figure which he wanted 
to see doubled or even trebled. There were 
hundreds of children in Dublin requiring sup- 
port, and it was for the Society to do some- 
thing to mitigate their hardship.

It was a Social Revolationary member, 
Fannie Kaplan, who, in attempting to kill 
Lenin, wounded him twice, and, according 
to many persons, caused Lenin’s present state 
ot health. Following the attempted assassi- 
nation, thé Communist oo ÁCoanmucogpa | the 
“Red Terror,” which, in the course of the 
years, has cleared Russia of the greater part* 
of the anti-Bolshevik movement. ; 

Practically every statesman I talked with 
daring a two months’ trip to Western Europe 
expressed the opinion that a great change 
would follow in Russia upon Lenin’s death. 

Here in - Moscow Communist leaders say 
nothing will happen. By this they mean 
that the Communist party will remain in 
control, although missing the important leader- 
ship, as well as the enormous mora! influence 
which Lenin exercises over everyoue, especially 
the peasants. : 

They point out that there is not a single 
element within Russia to-day desirous or 
capable of starting anything, and now, with 
the chief party of secret opposition gone, the 
status quo must, remain.

The annuitants are mostly the widows and 
daughters of officers, landowners, clergymen 
and other professional and business men, and 
1,932 are now in receipt of annuities. 

The annuity, first granted in 1864, was

stages to £20, £21, and, lastly, in 1919, to 
£26, which is now the normal amount 
granted to new annuitants. There are, how- 
ever, still 453 receiving annuities of only £21. 
Tt is earnestly desired to increase all these | 
to £26, and to maintain them at that level 
for which purpose a capital sum of £40,000 
is required.

WOMEN ARRESTED IN DUBLIN, 


About twenty women passengers from 
various stations in the West of Ireland were 
arrested by Government forces at the Broad- 
stone Railway Station on St. Patrick’s Eve.

The Dublin City Coroner held au inquest 
at St. Bricin’s Hospital yesterday on Private 
John Little, of the National Army, and found 
that he died from hemorrhage and shock, the 
result of bullet. wounds accidentally inflicted 
by Private Robert Bailey at Collins Barrack 
on St. Patrick’s night. They added the 
following rider to their verdict :— 

“ We are of opinion that more careful super- 
vision than at present shown should be exer- 
cised bythe mili with reference to arms 
and ammnunition at barrack rooms.’’

Death was due to 
hemorrhage and shock resulting from the 
wounds.

Mr. T. D. Wilson gave evwideuce on behalf 
of the Irish Farmers’ Union at the resumed 
sitting of the Agricultural Commission at 33 
St. Stephen's Green, Dublin, yesterday. Pro- 
fessor Drew, National University, Chairman, 
presided. 

The witness first explained that he | was 
farming in the Wicklow district, and every- 
thing that applied there was not genera) al! 
over the country. The ‘present position of 
Irish farming was one oí depression. The 
fillip to agriculture daring the war period led 
the farmer, as well as everyone else, to ac- 
custom himself to better standards of life; but, 
with rapidiy-diminishing returns, he now 
found himself obliged to retrench rigorously 
in all departmenis. It would be noted, how- 
ever, that while on the one hand there was a 
very ‘inappreciable reduction in Jabour, im- 
plements, manures, and rates, the selling price 
of fatm produce, fixed by world-wide competi- 
tion, had dwindled to practically. pre-war stan- 
dard, with the*possible exception of meat and 
milk and butter,and, therefore, costs of pro- 
duction remained luigh, while prices kept on 
falling. 

If they took the two chief crops of Irish 
agriculture—oats (area under cultivation in 
1908, 1,060,483.acres) and potatoes (area under 
cultivation in 1908, .230 acres)—they found 
that prices were—Potatoes, in 1912, 4s. per 
cwt.; in 1922, 3s. to 4e. per-cwt. Oats, in 
1912, 10s. per barrel; in 1922, 10s. to 12s. per 
barrel. Compare these prices with the in- 
crea#e in the cost of labour, and they found 
the cost in 1912 and 1922 respectively—Dublin 
County, 15s. and 43s. per week; Wicklow, 
lis. to 12s., and Ws. to 35s.; Wexford, 10s. to 
lls., apd 28s. 9d.; Kildare. 12s., and Ws. ; 
Waterford, 12s., and 32. 6d. Ploughs in 
1912 cost £3 10s. to £4 10s., and in 1922 £7 
10s. ; mowing machines, £10 10s. in 1912, and 


£50. in 1922; and similarly with manures. It 
would thus be seen that if agriculture was 
considered as‘struggling in 1912, its position 
to-day was infinitely worse, the ial factor 
making for the adverse balance sheet being 
the great increase in the cost of labour, 
whether considered as labour on the farm 
itself or labour in the increased cost of the 
bought necessities which the manufacturer 
passes on to the farmer. 
HEAVY RAIL CHARGES. 

The witness went on to say that the ap- 
parent advantage which proximity to British 
markets gave was filched away by the tre- 
mendous increase in rail charges on produce. 
Except for purposes of consumption on the 
farm as food for animals, the growing oí 
cereals showed no chance of improvement, and 
the steady decline in acreage under corn crops 
must continue under present transit con- 
ditions. 

The future of agricultural prosperity must 
lie in the production, not of cereals or roots 
for export, but in the production of meat, 
bacon, milk, and milk products. Flax, even 
under present conditions, would pay better 
than most crops. 

LAND SETTLEMENT. 

On the subject of land settlement, witness 
said that his proposition would be to give the 
settler fifty statute acres, and direct his 
efforts towards the production of milk and 
bacon. Selections of settlers should be made 
from the families of small farmers, and pro- 
vision should be made, whether by State aid 
or otherwise, by which decent, honest, hard- 
working labourers on the Jand would have an 

ortunity of becoming owners. 

The reason for the advocacy of small hold- 
ings was to try to avoid labour troubles. The 
claim of Labour for State ownership of land; 
the denial of the right of private ownership 
of property; the general moral deterioration 
of the masses, and the lessons of Labour 
agitators had rendered the posilion of the 
large farmer almost impossible, except as a 


grazier. 
UNPROFITABLE FARMING. 

Mr. Frank Wood, Waterford, who also re- 
presented the Farmers’ Union, said that at 
present in the South it was impossible to make 
farming pay. It was impossible to grow 
cereals fox food in competition with other 
countries, and that, he believed, was the ex- 
planation of the inclination to grass farming. 

Replying to Mr. Butler, he said that tillage 
was decreasing very much. 

Answering questions put by Mr. Thomas 
ohnson, witness said that a great deal of 
work could be given in connection with grass 
farming. In the Southern counties a tre- 
mendous number of men could be employed 
in the cleaning of land, ditches, etc., more 
projitably than in tilling the land. 

The Commission adjourned until 10.30 
o'clock this morning.

In an affidavit Mr. Pilkington 
(Messrs. William C. Hogan and Sons, solici- 
tors) stated thag he had an interview at his 
office with Mz;-tritch with reference to the 
érder on 13th uary, when the latter in- 
tormed him th he had been looking: for, 
been able to-find, his copy 
agreement, which, so far as 
his recollection/ served, was for a term of 


agreement; and be told him that he ought 
frst: to make a very thorough search for it, 
and; if still unable to find it, he ‘should 
make the best affidavit he could, giving the 
fullest particulars so far as he could -remem- 
ber them, and he explained to him that, 
should he fail to comply with the order, he 
would be liable to attachment, and pointed 
cut to him that he had now been for a lon 
time paying no rent, and that there was stil 
an arrear of rates due to the Corporation, 
so that he bad not even discharged all the 
rates. Mr. Stritch then promised that. he 
would make further. search for the agree- 
ment, and let him have it on the following 
day or.the day after, and also his last rent 
receipt, and receipts or a statement from the 
Corporation as to all moneys paid by him 
or account of rates; he further stated that 
he had recently made a payment to the Cor- 
poration, and that there was then practically 
nothing due to it for rates. 

In his affidavit, Mr. Pilkington added that 
he wrote to Mr. Stritch, who resided at 18 
Stamer street, on the 21st February, referring 
tc his visit, and reminding him that the 
time limited for complying with the order 
would expire on 26th February, and he re- 
ceived no: reply to his letter.

JUDGE'S ORDER QUESTIONED. 
In the King’s Bench Division yesterday, 
before the Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Justice 
Dodd and Mr. Justice Samuels. an applica- 
tion was made on notice on behalf or Mr. 
John J. Slevin, of Granard, County Long- 
ford, for a writ of certiorart, directed to 
County Court Judge Fleming, Chairman of 
Quarter Sessions, to bring up, for the pur- 
pose of being quashed, an order, made on 
the 10th February, 1925, at the’ Longford 
Quarter Sessions, granting to Mr. Laurence 
D. Kiernan a transfer of an ordinary licence 
fo sell beer, cider, and spirits at premises im 
Main street. Granard. from other premises at 
the corner of Markethouse street, Granard. 

The application was made on the groun 
that the order was bad om its face; that the 
licence in respect of which the transfer was 
granted was a nullity and void; that a tem- 
porary transfer had not previously been ob- 
tained at Petty Sessions; that for a period 
exceeding two years the premises from which 
the licence was transferred had not been 
carried an as a publichouse at all; that the 
premises to whith the licence was transferred 
were not licensed at any time since the Ist 
July, 1920, and were not within the excep- 
tions enumerated in mh Licensing Act o 

ud on other unds. 

-- ie affidavit, Mr. Slevin stated that Mr. 
Kiernan had, on 10th February last, applied 
to Judge Fleming, sitting at Longford Quarter 
Sessions, for a new ordimary licence end for a 
transfer of an ordinary licence for the sale of 
intoxicating liquor at premises known as the 
‘hardware stores,” situated on the Main 
street, Granard. As a resident in Granard, 
as the owner of licensed premises, and the 
executor of the will of a deceased owner of 
licensed premises adjoining the © herdware 
stores,” he IE through his me, ” 
the application. it was : on 
Eoghan that prior to the night of the ord 
November, 1920, the applicant, Mr. Kiernan, 
carried on the business of a lice ublican 
and general grocer at the corner of Market- 
honse street, and in addition to that he carried 
on the business of a publican in ae hotel en 
the Main street, and also carried on a general 
hardware business on the premises adjoining 
the hotel, and. known as the ‘* hardware 
atores.”’ On the night of the 5rd November, 
1920, the three premises were attacked by 
Crown forces and were destroyed and burned 
by fire. In the month of January, 1922, Mr. 
Kiernan had rebuilt the hotel bas and 
had his licensed business there. In the month 
of September he had built on the site of the 
old hardware shop sn elaborate structure, 
costing over £3,000, and had an elaborate bar, 
with suitable fittings fixed up in it. 

It was stated in the course of the arguments 
that Mr. Kiernan had been awarded £28,00 
compensation, bat that he had not been paid 
any of that sum, though he had received 
money from insurance c@mpanies in respect of 
the hotel and hardware premises, which had 
been insured. The house at the corner. of 
Markethouse street was not insured, and he 

not rebuilt it. | 

— Kiernan, in an affidavit, stated that on 
the occasion of the burning of his houses 
there was a very great destruction of propert 
in the town, a large number of the principa 
business premises in the town being entirely 
destroyed. No rebuilding could be attempted 
in Granard before the Truce. 

It was contended on his behalf that, as the 
premises were burned down and could not be 
occupied, he was entitled under the section of 
the Licensing Act of 1825 to remove the 
licence to other premises, as had been done in 
this case, from the corner house to the hard- 
ware shop. 

This right was disputed on behalf of the 
prosecutor, 

It was stated in the course of the arguments 
that there were in Granard 26 public-houses 
for 1,400 people. 

The Court reserred judgment.

The business community showed a keen in- 
terest yesterday in the notice which appeared 
in ‘thé newspapers from the Irish Railway 
Clearing House relative to the requirements 
of the Free State Customs Order. 

In an interview with the manager of one of 
the principal carrying companies yesterday an 


Irish Times reporter was told that the com- 


panies have been in committee for several 
days, and they have also been in close con- 
suitation with the Customs authorities. The 
requirements of the latter include the pro- 
vision of suitable warehouse and office accom- 
modation—for the use of the Customs staff— 
desks, chairs, artificial lightinf, scales and 
weights, etc. The companies must provide 
men to attend the Oustoms officers in their 
examination oí goods. : 

It was explained that the whole cost of the 
accommodation, examination of goods, and of 
providing. the necessary information to the 
Customs authorities would fall upon the har- 
bour authorities or shipping companies, as the 
case may be. 

it will be necessary in many cases to load 
or unload <dutiable and non-dutiable goods 
during hours not ordinarily recognised as-with- 
in the regular working hours of the Customs, 
Any expenditare incurred by the Custoins 
officers in respect of overtime on such 
oceasions will be charged against the party 
making the application. i 

To cover the services at both the British 
and Free State ports charges will be made 
on every consignment according to weight— 
Eo Sr from a minimum of twopence for the 
smallest noa-dutiable parcel to 6s. 8d. for a 
consignment of dutiable goods weighing a ton. 

rges are lower than those imposed on 
Continental traffic. 

For the present the Irish railwayd do not 
intend to make any charge for their services 
at Customs stations as regards traffic from the 
Free State to Northern Ireland or vice verea. 


SHIPPERS’ ARRANGEMENT. 


As for Customs duties payable at the porte, 
it. is euggertedAhat regular shippers should 
deposit with the shipping or railway com- 
panies at the port a sum sufficient to cover 
outgoings under that head for a period, or, 
on the other hand, make .the necessary 
arrangements direct with the British or Free 
State Customs authorities. In the case of 
occasional consignments of dutiable goods, the 
duty might be paid out to the Customs con- 
cerned and charged to the consignees., 

Our reporter was told that in addition to 
the notice already issued by the Government, 
the carrying companies had by poster. by 
handbills, and by public notice in the Press 
circulated all possible information on the 
matter to shippers and traders generally. 
Senders of goods and parcels to places outside 
the Free State fon fap our informant recom- 
mended, provide themselves at once with 
the necessary Customs forms. Without these 
forms no goods—dutiable or non-dutiable—van . 
be accepted for transit after this week. 

There are four forms altogether. Two of 
them are for non-dutiable goods and two for 
dutiable goods. The dutiable goods forms 
differ from each other in the respect that one 
is for goods liable to ad valorem duty. Any 
one of the four forms has to be filled up in 
duplicate by the sender. 

e principal point to be noted by the 
trading public is that the Customs order as far 
as the rail and shippingcompanies are concerned 
becomes operative as from midnighton Sunday 
night next, so that from that hour no yoods 
for transit from the Free State to Northern 
Ireiand, Great Britain, or the Isle of Man 
will be accepted, unless accompanied by the 
appropriate Customs’ declaration. 


CONFUSION AT FIRST. 


In reply to our representative, the manager 
of the carrying company said that it was 
not unreasonable to anticipate that some con- 
fusion would sesult from those requiremect> 
at first. “You can quite understand,” he 
said, “ that the wien g country person who 
wants to send a parcel to the North of Ire- 
land or to Great Britain would be slightly 
confused by being required to fill up a 
Customs’ fo: m. There might be a certain 
difficulty in supplying the required details 
about some particular articles or parcels. As 
you will see from the forms, he is asked to 
give :—‘ Marks, Nos., number and descrip- 
tion of packages, description of British and 
Irish goods, in accordance with the require- 
rents of the official export list; net weights 
or yaentities, value (f.o.b.), final destination 
of the goods,’ etc. These details will 
uaturally trouble him at first. 

"“ He has to fill up the declaration, how- 
ever, and no parcels or goods can be accepted 
for transit without it. The extra charges 
for traffics. passing from the Free State into 
Northern Ireland, and vice versa, were ren- 
dered necessary owing to the cost of provid- 
ing suitabie warehouse and office accommoda- 
tion, etc, for the use of the Customs’ staff. 

“The companies have to recoup themselves 
fcr that outlay. ~The charges are according 
to weight on every consignment, varying 
from a minimum of 2d. for the smallest non- 
dutiable parcel to 6s. 8d. for a consignment 
of dutiable goods weighing a ton. In other 
words, the extra mil of the carrying com- 
pany for a canary will be the same as for a 
waggon of cattle; that is, sixpence. That 
is because a canary or any other bird would 
be classified under the heading of live stock. 

“The extra charge for the transit of a 
shirt would be 2d. The reason for that is 
because the cost of vont pe for the require- 
ments of the Customs’ staffs has been dis- 
tributed over all kinds of traffic, and for 
all those articles the necessary Customs’ de- 
claration must be filled up.” 

Our informant, in answer to other ques- 
tions, said that he could not say whether the 
examination of goods at the various Customs’ 
pe“ would lead to very much delay in the 

andling of traffic until the arrangements 
were actually working, and until they had 
some experience. 

The i sgrin Order, he went on, un- 
doubtedly involved much labour and trouble, 
not, the least part of which would have to be 
borne by the carrying companies. For every 
Customs officer the companies would have to 
provide an expert attendant. Oue could 
realise the difficulty, say, where a case of 
eggs was opened for examination. The con- 
tents, of course, wonld have to be re-packed 
ms the officer's attendant, who was being sup- 
plied by the carrying company. 

In the same way, where a barrel was opened 
ft wonld be the work of the attendant to 
close it up again.
